» (TAMIL  NADU)  ACT  No.  VI  OP  1865  ». 

[The  *(Tamil  Nadu)  Official  Seals  Act,  1865.] 

(Received  the  assent  of  the  Governor  on  the  29 th 
July  1865,  cmd  of.  the  Governor-General  on  the 
19 th  August  1865.) 

An  Act  to  enable  the  3[State  Government]  to  direct 
and  prescribe  what  official  seals  Collectors,  Magis- 
trates and  other  public  officers  shall  have  and 
use. 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  that  provision  should 
be  made  for  enabling  the  8 [State  Government],  from 
time  to  time,  to  direct  and  presoribe  what  official 
seals  shall  be  used  by  Collectors,  Magistrates  and 
other  public  officers  ; It  is  enacted  as  follows  : — 

1.  4*  * * it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  '6[State 
Government],  from  time  to  time,  to  direot  and 
presoribe  what  official  seals  shall  be  used  by  Collectors, 
Magistrates  and  other  publio  officers,  any  Regulation 
or  Act  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.
